the Navy Depirrlm6ri't, on iTiursday, 
14th inat-, at Portsmouth Navy \ard. I 
8ays;—"The lantern was lo'wered to 
depib of 16 feet in a reservoir of water i.. 
eide the yard, when it continued to bur 
for half an hour. The da)' being ojipres 
nively warm, and the Board of Examiner 
and inventors exposed to the rays of th 
burning sun, further experiments wer 
postponed until 9 o'clock at night when 
second trial was made from a barge at Ui 
foot of the comodorti'a wharf. Tho lamer 
•was first lowered down to the bottom 
the river, then separate teats made as 
the exact distance rays of light could 1 
eeen fiom the surface. Also, the distant 
light could bo thrown so as to dislmguia 
accurately distinct objects.
